We got about 180,000 
in counterfeit money, over f 1 000 in 
goods, and a mass of evidence which 
raided (he armies and put a decided 
Stop to the business which had so long 
flourished. Several officers were 
court-martialed and dismissed, and a 
number of supposed respectable oiti 
/ens along the river found it healthy 
to remove lo distant points. 

Two years later, when a gang of 
counterfeiters on Rhode Island was 

broken up,, and two of the slickest 
captured, one of them, who went by 
the name ol '" l-'renehy." told me that 
he printed all the money used along 
the Ohio up to the date of my raid, 
and that the printing was done within 
a square of a police station iif Louis- 
ville. He said that the gang included 
ai least seventy live men, some of 
whom were city or comity officials, 
coal dealers, steamboat men and gro- 
cers, and (he profit to each one amount- 
ed to at least £. r >0 per week. Out of 
the pull only two men were sent to 
prison, but it ended the business al 
once along the river. — Xoc Fork Sun. 
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There have been three men hung in 
Dubuque in the history of the county. 
The first man hung for murder was 
Patrick O'Connor, on the spot where 

the Jefferson House now stands, on the 

10th day of June, 1884, and buried. 
When (he cellar was dug. the skeleton 

was dug up. The second one was 

hung on the STth day of April, i860. 

The third one was hung on the 19th 
day of October, 1 Stio. This one was 
Daniel Clifford, lb' ami a companion, 
named Edward Mooney, murdered a 
miner named Charles Woods.
